NAZI RAIDERS 
LASH BRISTOL 


RAF, In Meantime, Re­ 
ports Destruction At 
German Points 


(B y A ssociated P re ss) 
Germ a n y aerial armada smashed 
overnight airtime west English sea­ 
port of Bristol in another “Coven­ 
try” assault, Nazi auarters said to­ 
day, setting 45 major fires with a 
deluge of 700,000 pounds of explo­ 
sive bombs and 10,000 incendiaries. 
Bristol was described as Ute chief 
port of entry for goods from the 
Utaited States, presumably including 
war supplies for Great Britain.

identifying the target, said a section 
in the west of England was heavily 
attacked from dusk 
to 
midnight

continuously,"

in the air, with British RAF bomb­ 
ers, striking a series of heavy blows 
lunging from the heart of Berlin to 
the royal arsenal and the big Fiat 
works at Turin, Italy. 
British airmen brought back re­ 
ports cf flaming destruction at th’e 
vast Krupp armament works at Es­ 
sen. 
Leipzig, 
Duisberg-Ruhrort, 
Boulogne, Brest and Lorient—the 
latter -three on the Nazi-oocupied 
French “invasion" coast.
